10 HELP SOLDIERS 
WHO BOUGHT BONDS 


Thousands Subscribed Half 
Their Pay, Ignorant That 
Other Half Was Withheld. 


MORE PRECAUTIONS TODAY. BANKS WILL HELP TO PAY. 


Otherwise the Men Could Not 
Take Advantage of the New 
Insurance Law.

WASHINGTON, “Oct. 28.—Treasury 


| officials are evolving a plan, the details 


of which will be announced before 
Nov. 1, by which soldiers who sub- 
scribed. half or more of their pay to 
buy Liberty . bonds, apparently ignorant 
of the facts. that the law withholds the 
other half until the end of the war, 
wilt be able to take out Government 
life and casualty insurance without 
going into debt, Such a plan—what- 
ever the details ‘by which it will seek 
to remedy a serious situation—was 


thousands of draft army soldiers un- 
dergoing training at Camp Upton, Long 
Island, capnot make their monthly 
payments for Liberty bonds, vare*for 
the allotments and family allowances 
to be withheld fram their pay, and at 
the same time avail themselvés of the 
new soldiers’ insurance law. 

No sooner had the situation which de- 
veloped not only at Camp Upton but at 
other cantonments and camps, been 
brought to the attention of Secretary 
McAdoo and other high officials in 


Washington than it was recognized that 
steps must be taken without delay to 
prevent those soldiers from being barred 
from soldiers’ insurance. 

The purchase of Liberty Loan bonds 
was not compulsery with soldiers in 
these camps, but it is asserted that 
Captains and Lieutenants in the camps, 
undoubtedly acting in a spirit of over- 
zeal, urged each private to buy $150 


months at the rate of $15 a month. As 
the private receives $30 a month, this 
purchase would absorb half of his pay 
for ten months, 

Find Half Pay Withheld. 

After nearly all of the 35,000 men at 
Camp Upton had subscribed for $150 or 
more of the bonds, the new soldiers’ in- 
surance law became known to them 
yesterday, and it was then that most 
of them learned that the Government 
Proposed to withhold half of their pay 
under the compulsory family allowance 
plan of the new soldiers’ insurance and 
compensation law. 

It. at once became evident to the hen 
who had bought bonds that if they were 
to devote half of their $30 a month for 
ten months to paying for their bends, 
and the remaining $15 was to be taken 
over by the Government for support of 
dependents, the soldiers would not be 
able to take out insurance without go- 
ing into debt. 

Officials of the Government were 
greatly surprised when this situation 
was brought to their attention, and it 
was decided to remedy it as quickly as 
possible. These officials are especially 
anxious that each soldier shall have the 
full benefit of insurance under the new 
law, and they do not intend to allow 
anything, not even the purchase of 
Liberty bonds, | to interfere. 

The plan on which T officials 
are now at work will e it possible 
for each soldier who bought bonds to 
take out insurance without going beyond 
his pay. It is understood that the proj- 
ect contemplates an arrangement witk' 
the Federal Reserve Banks to take over 
a part of the soldier's monthly obliga- 
tions toward the Liberty Loan,

$35,000,000 IS ADDED HERE 


The Morgan Firm Doubled its Sub-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The Treas- 
ury Department announced tonight that 
the amount subscribed to the second Lib- 
erty Loan was still a matter of specula- 
tion, but there is a general conviction 
that it has exceeded $5,000,000,000. 
Several days will elapse before the 
total is ascertained, as the banks have 
until Thursday to make reports. These 
reports may make great changes in the 
calculations and pus the amount far 
beyond the maximum. All of the dis- 
tricts have contributed more than their 
minimum allotment, and many of them 
will exceed their maximums enough to 
carry the weaker districts to the high 
mark in the general total. 

New York, Chicago, Cleveland, and 
San -Francisco districts showed gyeat 
strength in the late returns. How far 
New York will go over its maximum 
mark of $1,500,000,000 is a matter of 
conjecture here. Some think the excess 
may reach $250,000,000. Chicago chair- 
men have begun to feel that its total 
may reach 70. 000, 000, the district's 
maximum. Every message from there 
has shown new increases. Heads of

Tux POST OFFICE. SURPLUS. 

It is good news that the Post Office 
has turned into the Treasury nine 
million dollars, being surplus of re- 
ceipts over cost of operation. It 
would be better news if the Post 
Office had resolved to calculate its 
surplus hereafter in the manner im- 
posed by law upon other public util- | 
ities. The manner of calculating the 
surplus of the Post Office is partic- 
ularly important at a time when the 
argument for Government ownership 
and operation of the railways is 
strengthened by considerations drawn 
from their operation with first regard 
for the public interest under the con- 
ditions of the war. When peace re- 
‘turns, considerations of the largest: 
profit compatible with good conduct 
in the public interest will resume 
first place. That will not be Because 
the raflways will-wish it, but because 
the railways will not then be able to 
oommand the co-operation which 
alone makes possible their present 
extraordinary effibiency.
